This  cafe  has  been  communicated  to 
the  public  in  evidence  of  the  oppref- 
five  principles  of  the  leaders  of  the  Ame* 
rican  oppoiition.  It  is,  indeed,  a  deplo¬ 
rable  cafe,  as  it  exhibits  a  melancholy 
proof  of  the  malignancy  of  mankind 
%vhen  ading  under  the  influence  of  paf- 
fion  or  prejudice.  Dead  to  the  feelings 
of  humanity,  and  forgetful  of  the  pre¬ 
cepts  of  religion,  they  feem  to  delight  in 
the  oppreflion  of  others,  while  freedom 
from  oppreifion  is  the  great  objed  for 
which  they  themfelves  contend.  It  it 
not,  however,  our  defign,  in  feleding 
this  cafe,  to  aggravate  or  inflame.  Our 
views  are  very  different.  •  We  look  upon 
Mr  Rivington  as  a  much  injured  citizen^ 
and  we  wllh  to  be  inflrumental  in  pro¬ 
curing  him  redrefs.  Every  one  who 
rcids  his  cafe  muft  commHerate  the 
condition  of  a  man  deprited  of  his  liveli¬ 
hood,  and  exiled  from  his  family  for  no 
crime  ;  on  the  contrary,  for  the  noWeftof 
all  principles,  that  of  oppofing  the  tor¬ 
rent  of  popular  delufion,  and  ftandrng 
firm  in  the  caiife  of  conffitntional  free- 
dug!  and  bis  country. 
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•  This  gentiemail,  wheh  ^veif  other 
prefs  was  under  the  controul  of  the  eon- 
grefs,  with  a  candour  and  flrmncfs  which 
ever  will  do  him  honour,  admitted  into 
his  paper  the  performaneei  of  all  parties* 
This  Impartiality  was^  however,  very 
dtfpleafing  to  the  leaders  6f  fadton. 
They  perceived,  that  ^  the  prejudices  of 
the  populace  were  remoted,  and  their 
refentments  abated  by  the  arguments  of 
their  opponents.  They,  thereforej  at¬ 
tempted  firft  by  threats  to  lotimidate  tho 
printer  from  pubitftiing  any  thing  In  de¬ 
fence  of  the  Britifh  Icgiflature  |  but  tbit 
proving  ineffrdual,  they  withdrew  their 
fubforiptions,  and  perfuaded  others  to 
imitate  their  example*  The  clergy,  in 
the  intereft  of  the  conmfii,  made  the  li^ 
heHp  of  Mr  Rinntigfsrs  pr0  a  topic  for 
invedive  in  their  pulpits,  and  applied  the 
influence  of  their  eharaders,  and  the  mo¬ 
tives  of  rtligiouf  to  induce  their  eongre^ 
gatioDS  to  Hop  the  circulation  of  his  pa^ 
per. 

The  ftiUltitode  In  New  Jetiej  were  fo 
inflamed  by,  theie  arts,  that. they  carried 
his  effigy  about  the  ftreeu,  accompa¬ 
nied  with  every  mark  of  igdomlny,  ^ong 
it  a  whole  dar  oa  a  tree,  and  at  tttght 
caff  it  into*#  VonflfC,  hi  mrrarwn  to'thff 
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offender.  Their  refentment?,  at  fall, 
were  not  oiily  againll  the  friii- 

tfi,  but  a^Mlnll  fuch  as  iliould  daie  to 
read  his  papers.

— The  factious,. not  being  able  to  with- 
lland  their  aiitagonills  in  argument,  de¬ 
termined  to  fccure  the  prefs  to  ihem- 
fclves  ;  and,  in  order  to  tfiis,  projected  a 
plan  to  feize  the  perfon  of  the  printer, 
and  oblige  him  to  comply  with  their  de¬ 
mands.  With  this  view',  a  body  of 
armed  ruffians  concealed  themfclves  at 
niglit  in  the  ueighbourhoocl  of  his  dweN 
ling-houfe,  whillt  two  of  them  in 
failors’  habits  knocked  at  his  door,  in¬ 
quired  for  him  under  the  plea  of  bufi* 
nefii,  and  as  loon  as  he  was  within  their 
reat  !i,  fei/xd  on  him,  and  attempted  to 
carry  him  otf  by  force  to  the  armed 
body  :  but,  fortunately  for  the  printer, 
his  crien  brought  fome  of  his  neighbours 
to  his  relief,  who  refeued  him'from  their 
hands.  His  lionfe  was  alfo  befet  by  a 
great  mob,  threatening  immediate  dc- 
ItruClion  if  he  did  not  furrender  himfclf. 
To  elude  their  fcarch,  he  was  obliged  to 
conceal  himfclf  in  a  neighbouring  houie, 
in  tl\c  chimney  of  which  he  continued  ma-  f 
ny  hours,  in  defnair  of  furviving  until  the 
morning.  Unable  to  find  him,  the  mob 
difperfed,  and  he  efcaped  on  board  his 
majefty’s  Ihip  King’s  l''iflier,thc comman¬ 
der  of  which,  capt.  James  Montagu, 
gave  him  a  generous  reception.  On  the 
departure  of  the  King’s  Fiffier,  he  rc-* 
moved  on  board  the  Alia  man  of  war, 
capt.  George  Vandeput,  who  afforded 
him  a  kind  and  hofpitable  afylunt* 
While  he  was  on  board  thefe  Ihips,  the 
provincial  cougrefs  at  New-York  took 
ins  cafe  under  confideration,  and,  on  his 
making  a  fubiniffion,  recommended  to 
the  people,  tliat  he  fnould  be  permitted 
to  return  uumoleffed  to  bis  family,  and 
to  c.irry  on  ius  bulipels.

If  we  confider  the  many  advan¬ 
tages  accruing  to  mankind  from  the  la- 
btjurs  of  philoiophers,  we  need  not  won¬ 
der  that  the  grg.itcft  men  in  all  ages  have 
fpent  their  lives  in  a  clofc  purfnit  after 
philofophical  knowledge.  Notwit hffand- 
ing  its  many  votaries,  however,  till  the 
time  of  lord  Bacon,  Newton,  and  others 
of*  better  times,  philofophy  made  but  a 
poor  figure,  and  its  tenets  were  very  of¬ 
ten  a  difgrace  to  human  nature.  What 
was  the  rcafon  of  this  ?  Was  tlie  mind  of 
man,  in  timet  of  antiquity,  more  replete 
with  ignorance  than  now  ?  In  my  opi¬ 
nion  it  was  not.  Human  rcafon  is  al¬ 
ways  the  fame,  although  iu  foac  ages,

and  by  fome  men,  it  is  more  cultivated 
than  in  others  :  But  antient  philofophcrs 
pnKeeded  not  upon  the  true  bahs  of 
reafon  and  experiment,  but  founded 
their  do^rines  upon  hypothefes,  abfurd 
to  a  great  degree,  and  the  produAion  of 
an  cnthufiaAic  brain.  Thefe  hypothefes 
they  made  the  ground-work  of  their 
do^ifrinc.  Had  they  not  been  blinded 
with  felf-conccit — had  they  been  endued 
with  that  learning  and  penetration  which 
diflingniilied  them  on  other  occafions, 
they  might  have  deduced  confcquences 
fufficient  to  evince  the  abAirdity  of  their 
vague  fuppofition.^.  Indeed,  whcre-evei* 
prejudice  and  fclf-interefl  get  in,  men 
will  always  oppofc  the  didates  of  trutli 
and  rcafon. 

It  is  a  general  complaint,  though  a 
very  uniiift  one,  th  it  philofophy  tends 
to  the  hurt  of  Chriili.uiity.  In  antient 
ages  I  believe  it  was  pretty  much  fo. 
Some  fyflcms  of  philofophy  iudeed  tend¬ 
ed  to  the  downright  (ubverfion  of  the 
mod  fundamental  clodrines  of  Chriftia- 
nity.  The  cafe,  however,  is  now  alters 
ed.  True  philofophy  adds  a  confirniirig 
aid  to  many  important  dodrines  of  reli¬ 
gion.  Piiilufophers  now  are  endued  with 
a  generous  and  free  fpirit,  which  makes 
them  very  charitable  to  thofe  of  contra¬ 
ry  fentiments ;  and,  by  narrow-minded 
bigots,  this  has  been  attributed  to  infi¬ 
delity  and  fcepticifm. 

But  in  ouj:  times  philofophy  is  making 
great  progrefs  towards  its  acme*  Men 
are  every  day  acquiring  more  know¬ 
ledge  ;  and  although  philofophy,  like 
every  other  uleful  fcicnce,  may  be  inif- 
applied,  yet  the  charader  of  a  religicus 
phitofopber  is  not  Icarcc.  We  have  now 
a  certain  and  -permanent  foundation  for 
philofophy.  Sir  Ifaac  Newton,  the  great- 
ett  genius  philofophy  ever  faw,  has  raifed 
the  fupemrudure  to  a  confidcrable 
height.  Hit  opinions  arc  now  univer- 
faily  adopted  ;  and  although,  according 
to  hii  pUn,  w'c  can  make  hut  a  very 
fmail  progrefs  even  in  the  fpace  of  the 
longeft  life,  jet  we  may  be  a/Tured  that 
what  we  advance  will  be  incontcflihle 
truth,  never  to  he  fuKverted  by  fucceed* 
ing  ages,  provided  human  rcafon  conti¬ 
nues  the  fame. 

The  dodrines  of  philofophy,  ai  now 
eftabltfhed,  may  be  confirmed  and  cIiki- 
dated  by  poflerity,  but  can  never  be  de¬ 
nied.  KotwithAanding,  however,  our 
many  improvements  in  philoArphy,  ma¬ 
ny  difeoveriet  ai  yet  remain  to  be  madf 
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31  all  its  branches  ;.aail,  Jet  me  ol>fervc, 
we  arc  as  yet  but  cliildrcn  in  i'cicnce.

Thi;  young  farmer. 
No.  VH.  [r.  330.J 

Tam  now  j;oing  to  lead  my  young 
burner  into  an  extraordinary  cx- 
I'cnrc,  but  it  will  f(Jon  prove  an  advan¬ 
tage.  'f  he  method  I  pio[)ore  is  this,  as 
his  houfe  will  afford  a  garret  at  lead  for¬ 
ty  feet  long,  and  th»"  fide- waits  at  leaft 
five  leet  high,  it  may  be  emph  yed  fo  as 
to  bring  him  loo  I.  fierliug  yearly. 
When  llie  orctiaril  is  come  to  ii  ^  bea.  - 
ing,  till  then  he  will  have  time  to  pre¬ 
pare  an  apparatus  by  degrees.  He  may 
try  the  experiment  \\itli  a  few  ;  and,  as 
he  finds  it  anuvtr,  may  then  goon  or 
ilcfift.  r.ct  him  get  a  number  of  Il.it 
drawers,  m.ade  of  fplit  dale,  the  bottoms 
and  feet  fijuare,  ancl  Tides  fix  inches  high  ; 
thefc  being  half  filled  with  the  dried  cut 
flraw,  the  bef>  nonpareils  arc  to  be  laid 
like  pavement  thereon,  and  covered  with 
a  fuffeient  quantity  of  the  fame  ftraw, 
fo  as  to  be  level  a-top.  Ten  of  thefe 
drawers  placed  on  one  anotlur  rife  to  be 
five  feet  liigh  ;  the  uppermofl  needs  on¬ 
ly  to  have  a  litl,  for  the  bottoms  Terve  as 
conrs  to  all  the  reft.  Allowing  cacli 
apple,  one  with  another,  to^ake  up  two 
fquarc  inches  (which  they  will  not  do 
however),  at  that  rate  each  foot  contains 
tioce  dozen,  or  c.tch  drawer  forty-eight 
dozen.  Suppofing,  with  care,  this  fruit 
is  kept  till  the  next  fpring  and  fummer, 
tlicn  each  dozen  will  be  ehc.sp  at  three¬ 
pence,  which'  is  twelve  fliillings  per 
drawr  r  ;  but;  .allowing  a  profit  to  the 
truit-woman,  1  (liall  reduce  the  price  to 
balf-a-guinca  e.ich  drawer.  Supptding 
that  both  fides  of  the  garret  were  filled 
with  drawers  built  on  one  .another,  only 
five  fett  high,  and  the  niiildle  left  emp¬ 
ty,  then  every  four  foot  length  of  llic 
the  floor  would  have  10 1.  worth  of  fruit. 
Allowing  Jhe  odd  Odllings  for  carriage 
lt>  market,  of  eiMirfc  forty  feet  length 
wc'uld  contain  fruit  to  the  value  <»r  lool.; 
'vbrrcas,  if  that  fi  nit  was  to  l>e  fiild  in 
the  autumn  .nrd  wm.tcr,  it  would  not 
ft  tell  a  third  patt  of  that  fum  :  yea,  if 
many  purfued  tins  prav^ice,  it  would 
lower  the  market  foon  :  Rut  the  poverty 
foine,  i^jnoranee  of  othei  e^  and  obfli- 
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nary  and  felf-fufficicncy  of  many,  leave 
great  room  for  a  man  of  ingenuity  to 
make  a  fortune  before  they  conceive 
what  he  is  about. 

But  now  the  moft  difiacnlt,.  though 
mod  necelTary  tafk  for  niei  and  leflbn  to 
him,  muft  be  iinccrtakcn,  nan)cly,that 
of  making  him  acquainted  with  hW  prin^ 
cip.al  agents,  wliofe  aifiAancc  w  daily 
wanted.  Without  their  influence,  both* 
he  and  his  crops  iniifl  be.fiarvedj  J 
iiieau  the  four  elements,  fire,  air,  water, 
and  earth.  A  well  propoftioned  mix¬ 
ture  of  thefe  makes  a  g«x>d  and  fertile 
Toil.  On  the  other  !iand,  too  great  or 
too  fmall  a  quanliiy  of  one  or  more 
of  thefe  conilituert  materials,  is  the 
caufe  of  a  H.id  and  «  !>arren  ibil  ;  there¬ 
fore,  :<s  phyftc’;<ns,  from  dndyirig  afTrdu- 
ouHv  the  conOitution  of  the  human  bor 
dy,  .^nd  qmlilit  sof  medicines,  are  there¬ 
by  oPeu  enabled  to  difeover  the,catilei 
of  fl'feafcs,  and  to  reuiove  them  by  pro¬ 
per  remedic. ;  To  the  farmer  ought,  At 
much  as  tiu*  others,  to  be  a  phyfician  to 
his  foil  andi  erop,  and  will  be  To  if  he 
taki  s  the  f.iine  method  ;  but  if  not,  he, 
bke  the  pretenders  of  the  faculty,  can  be 
blit  a  (juaek,  and  will  often  obftrud  in- 
ftcul  of  afiilling  nature. 

The  an.ilogy  betwixt  vegetables  and 
anim.als  is  greater  than  at  fir  ft  view  ap- 
pc.arc.  It  m.iy  be  carried  on  through 
the  various  ftages  of  their  being,,  from 
the  time  the  feed  or  egg  is  depofited  in 
the  rarth  or  womb,  to  the  difibliition  of 
.ad  their  parts  into  atoms.  However,  I 
thail  only  hint  at  a  few  of  thcm%  An 
feeds  and  eggs  arc  embrios  of  plants  and 
animals,  thev  are  in  a  fimilar,  manner 
brought  to  perfeiftion ;  and* heat  is  at 
rccclf.iry  for  the  one  as  for  the  other. 
Earth  is  the  womb  in  which  the  eggfrof 
plants  are  generated,,  and  in  which  they 
expand  their  capillary  roots  in  queft  of 
nburiihment,  juft  as  the  fmall  veflTcU  of 
the  navcl-ftring,  called  the  do 

in  the  wximb  ;  and  their  gaping  montlii 
abfoi  b,  and  c.irry  it  through  the  whole 
pl.int,  in  the  fame  manner  as  thofe  of  the 
fictus  do,  which*  juices  not- only  noiirilh 
but  incrc  s'e  the  fize  thereof.  It  is  true» 
after  M*  th  the  organs  that  noiiriftied  ani-^ 
mals  btu'M’s  are  changed.  Inftead  of-thC' 
navel-ftrinp  and  placenta,  they  then  re¬ 
ceive  noimToment  by  the  mouths  of  the 
laclrn!.,  V  hich  may  more  juftly  be  com- 
pau-tl  to  the  roots  of  plants,  both  an- 
fwering  the  fame  purpofc,  to  fuck  im 
n'jiuiil;o»cnt,  and  convey  it  to  the  fuf-# 
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thefl  fxtrfmUics  as  well  of  the  plant  at 
of  the  animal. 

TIurt  is  Alfo  a  great  fimilarity  in  the 
prc’par.ition,  yea,  in  the  conftitueiit  par¬ 
ticles  of  the  tood  ;  fi*r  foil  is  a  com  poll - 
tion  of  volatile  and  fixed  falls,  and  ful- 
])hurs  or  oils,  earth,  fand,  and  a  flinty 
glutinous  fubftance,  to  give  adhefion 
with  lire,  air,  and  watei  intimately  mix¬ 
ed  Together.  Thefe  are  the  materials 
(fand  excepted)  of  tvhich  vegetables  and 
ahir^als  are  compofed  ;  ind,  as  they  arc 
.ilfo  the  conftituent  particles  of  our  food, 
it  ii>  but  reafonablc  to  believe,  tliat  the 
canftant  fermentation  kept  up  in  a  good 
foil  produces  a  ncMitral  juice  tjinilar  to 
that  which  the  flomachs  of  animals  do 
by  digelkion  ;  for  that  is  a  fcnneutalion 
alfo,  and  has  limilar  materials  to  work 
upon.  The  juices,  iKpiorice,  turnips, 
parfnips,  or  carrots,  have  but  a  few 
hours  before  received  from  the  toil,  or  the 
juice  of  the  fugar-cane,  of  the  birch  or 
palm-trees,  •  wnich  arc  immediately 
drawn  up Trom  Mie  roots  ;  or,  if  we  go 
a  little  highe:  to  fruits,  their  delicate 
juices, particuUrly  the  milk  of  the  cocoa- 
nut  ;  thefe,  ahd  olhers  that  might  he  of¬ 
fered,  Ihtnvthat  there  is  a  great  affinity  be¬ 
twixt  the  juices  that  noiirilh  aniraals  and 
vegetaldesr,  and  that  both  are  to  be  pro¬ 
cured  by  keeping  up  a  fermentation ; 
for,  if  the  aninials  cannot  receive  nou- 
rilhment  from  fcKKl  till  it  bedigefted  and 
fermented  in  the  flomach,  by  the  fame 
parity  of  reafon  we  miitl  believe  that  ve¬ 
getables  cannot ;  nay,,  we  are  taught  it 
by  experience,  tliut  fcraumlation  may  be 
flopped  by  cold,  W  heiH’ver  that  haji- 
pcJis,  it  as  plainly  appears  thaf  v<*geta- 
tion  is  flopped  alfo.  Thun  the  one  is  the 
parent  of  the  other.  Hence  my  pupil 
may  cafdy  account  for  plant j  flourjlhing 
in  the  fummer,  and  feeming  dead  in  the 
winter. 

But,  carr^’ing  on  th**  romparifim,  va¬ 
rious  arc  the  trnca  of  lire  alh)rted  t  >  th»: 
iiinumefahh*  ^jfftrent  kinds  of  auima;*. 
and  vegetalvies,  which  th^ir  great  Ciea- 
tor,  for  various  purpofes,  pl.ice«l  as  in¬ 
habitants  over  the  face  of  this  globe: 
■for  inftance,  mofl  of  the  ditfeix  ut  ipecies 
of  iiifi'^h  ar^d  plants,  whofe  fVeils  are  fo 
iiectiriry  food  for  animallF,  by  eburfe  of 
intture  anfwcr  thefe  pur|>otr>i,  and  their 
days  are  finifhed  vi'ithiii  the  fpace  of 
eight,  ten,  or  twelve  months  .it  futheS, 
leaving  a  numerous  progeny  in-  their 
llrsd.  Others. of  both  claflks  hold  out 
as  many  )caf8.  '  A'third  clift,  both  of

animals  and  vegetables,  are  indulgrti 
with  a  chance  for  hfe,  perhaps  of  one  or 
two  centuries ;  but  accidents,  or  their 
own  m'fcondmft,  often  curtail  the  time 
which  nature  defigned  them.  However, 
from  tiie  infedt  to  the  crack^n,  or  from 
the  duck- weed  to  the  cedar  of  Lebanon, 
all  are  fubje^l  to  the  fame  law,  via. 
when  youth  has  brought  them  to  the 
meridian  line,  they  foon  orofi  it,  lud 
get  iitU>  the  afternoon  of  life,  then  by- 
degrees  decline ;  the  fulids  every  mo¬ 
ment  are  acquiring  a  firmer  and  cloicr 
texture,  and  frrtm  day  to  day  l»ecomc 
more  rigid  and  inactive  ;  the  tree  circu¬ 
lation  of  the  nutritious  juices  begins  to  be 
interrupted  :  Thus  from  week  to  week, 
or  from  year  to  year,  thofe  prognoftica 
increafe,  till  at  lafl  the  extremities  are 
almoft  (ieprived  of  nouriihment ;  whence 
the  animal,  daily  becoming  leaner,  thih- 
ner  and  ftilTer,  and  more  utiweildy,  and 
the  vcgcbihle.  Ihrivclkd  and  withered, 
linger  out  perhaps  a  lew  days,  weeks  or 
years  longer ;  then  drop  to  make  room 
for  others  t>f  their  fpecies.  After  death 
tlieir  difl'olution  is  as  fimilar  ;  the  floida 
foon  attach  thcmfelvts  to  whatever  pitr- 
ticles  of  matter  they  meet  with  firft  ; 
hikI  the  foiids,  according  to  thdr  difle- 
rent  degrees  of  dcnlUy,  condition  or  na¬ 
tion,  in  which  they  arc  placed  or  difunt- 
ted  at  very  different  perimls  of  time  ; 
for  inflance,  the  elephant’s  and  fea-cosv’t 
teeth,  kept  dry,  and  heart  of  oak  or  red- 
dalc,  kept  wet,  will  laft  a  thoufand* 
years  ;  but  the  fleffi  of  the  former,  and 
what  tlicy  call  the  fap,  being  the  oiitfuicf 
of  the  others,  will  l»c  rotten  in  a*  few  ‘ 
years,  and  affumc  an  anim.il,  vegetabk, 
or  mineral  life  again.  Thus  what  we 
call  death  ii'only  a  ilifpenfatifin  and  dif-  ‘ 
pofition  given  to-  the  cotiflitiicnt  par¬ 
ticles  of  that  body  of  matter,  to*|ead  a 
new  life,  or, -like  a  great  man  brcuking 
up  houfc  keeping,  his  domeflici 
fum :  one  v  .iv,  fome  another,  and  chaugt* 
their  mrtho  '  of  living  according  to  (heir 
circtimflanccs  air  to  the  foul. 

From  thefe  obicrvattor.s  and  compari- 
ions  ir.v  yound  farmer  may  draw  ufeftil 
hin^s.  Tliey  will  at  leafl  Ihew  him  that 
moifltrrr,  heat  and  fermcTtalion  ai*t* 
highly  necwffary  to  Kiofen  the  foil,  arnf 
to  liaurh,  cherifli,  am!  give  a  frrr  paffage 
to  the  tender  roots  of  infant  plants, 
which  wilt  greatly  promote  thrir  vege¬ 
tation,  and  prevent  a  late  harveft ;  fi>r, 
tfl.this  climate,  the  earth  being chiffed 
by  the  winter’s  frofl,  the  fpring  iicGtnfl- 
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drrably  advanced  before  the  fun’s  genial 
warmth  can  get  deep  enough  to  expel 
the  cold,  and  caufe  a  ferment  in  the  foil ; 
Till  that  happens,  tlic  feed  cannot  ger¬ 
minate  ;  or,  if  it  has  fprouted  in  the  au¬ 
tumn  l)eforc,  fuppofing  wlicai,  unlefs 
the  warmth  of  the  fun  teaches  the  roots, 
Iiifj  inlluencc  on  the  blades  will  be  of 
little  fervice :  But,  as  it  c;?unpt  be  ex- 
peded  he  can  know  what  feritie>fttatii)ii 
is  without  fome  knowleilg- of  the  ele¬ 
ments,  whofc  action  on  one  an<iiher  are 
the  caufe  of  it,  ineretorc  I  Otall  begin 
with  the  moll  ilidicult  of  them,  viz.  /frr, 
which  gives  all  the  world  light,  but 
leaves  the  greatell  philofophers  in  the 
dark  when  they  arc  too  curious  and  in- 
quiiitive  :  Therefore,  that  I  may  neither 
p’j/zlc  him  or  myfelf  with  tv)o  pliyfical 
dthiiitioiis,  I  lhall  only  endeavour  to 
gi\e  hi'U  a  notion  of  fome  of  it'>  proper¬ 
ties  and  clfcifls,  cfpecially  relative  to  foil 
or  plants.  From  many  experiments  it  is 
proved,  that  there  is  tire  in,  and  adhe¬ 
rent  to  all  mattei,  and  that  it  ealily  pc- 
netiatr  s  both  folid  and  duld  bodie**,  di 
iating  tiU‘m  fo  as  tv>  make  thcfr;  -  up 
more  room,  it  is  lo  iubtile  and  puick 
in  its  mmion,  that  it  may  be  CuUcd  the 
fpiril  and  tirfl  mover  at  all  matter ;  yet, 
like  new  elaftic  aii,  it  will  remain  con¬ 
cealed  for  tboiifands  of  years  in  thefc 
bodies  wherein  it  mott  abounds,  which 
feemin^ly  are  very  cold,  fuch  as  falt- 
petre,  lulphur,  wax,  tallow,  pitch,  &c. ; 
but,  notwithllanding  the  long  Hate  of 
reft,  will  inftantly  l*ecome  a«^ive  when 
the  particles  of  thtfc  bodies  are  put  in 
motion  or  heated.

HAVE  read  your  correfpordent  Mr 
C.’s  letter  from  Clydcfdalc  [P.  .ts;.]. 
I  expert  to  be  in  that  country  foon,  and 
Ihonld  like  to  know  where  to  call  on  the 
gentleman,  that  I  might  have  the  plea- 
fure  of  a  converfation  with  him  on  the 
fubjcCl  of  his  letter.  No  man  is  more 
open  to  conviction  than  1  am  ;  and  I 
take  it  very  friendly  when  any  peifon  is 
fo  kinti  as  to  point  out  where  I  am  wrong 
«r  niifmformed. 

I  never  wm  agaiiift  planting  of  any 
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kind,  for  (belter,  for  ufe,  or  for  orn*** 
ment :  I  only  faid  that  whins  were  both 
flieltcr  and  food  for  the  (hcep  ;  and  that 
feeding  among  trees  in  wet  weather  was 
not<  g(H)d,  as  the  drops  from  the  trees 
were  hurtful  to  them. 

As  to  what  his  farmer  fays  of  the  fine 
wooled  Ihecp  carting  ur  fliedding  4htir 
wool,  that  will  never  happen  but  where 
the  rticep  are*  llarved  for  want  of  meat, 
carrying  them  to  a  hot  climate,  or  keep¬ 
ing  them  until  they  are  very  old.  The 
Ixrtter  the  wool,  and  the  larger  the  quan¬ 
tity,  by  the  nature  of  the  Ihcep  or  the 
Hecccs,  the  hardier  and  the  rtronger 
they  are  to  (land  the  cold  and  the  wet. 

It  is  really  w^ant  of  food  that  is  the. 
caufe  of  the  rot,  and  almoft  all  the  dif- 
eafes  among  fliecp ;  and  this  Mr  C. 
will  find  upon  proper  inquiry. — What 
tliis  gentleman  mentions  with  regard  to 
the  Zetland  wool  making  fine  ftockings, 
is  a  w'cll  known  fa^l.  As  tot  the  w(k>1 
from  w’hich  the  fine  rtocking^jie  men-  4 
tions  was  made  at  Aberdeen#  4. was  told# 
w'hcn  at  that  place,  that  it  was  the' 
wool  that  comes  down  from  the  High¬ 
land  countries,  to  fell  them  at  the  public 
market,  in  the  months  of  July  and  Au- 
guft  every  year  after  (hearing  time  ;  and 
out  of  thefe  fleeces  from  the  fmall  (beep,  t 
there  can  be  picked  wool  of  tha  very  belt 
kind  for  knitting  fine  (lockings,  and  far 
preferable  to  any  Spanifli  wool  for  that 
purpofe ;  and  the  (lockings  fent  as  a 
prefent  from  a  gentleman  in  Aberdeen ' 
to  Marifchal  Keith,  were  manufa^ured 
from  wool  of  that  kind.  There  arc  ma¬ 
ny  gentlemen  in  the  Mearns,  and  the' 
counties  adjacent,  who  have  a  very  fine 
breed  of  good  wooled  rticep ;  and  I  (hall, 
for  my  friend’s  information,  mention 
fome  of  them.:  Sir  Alexander  Rain(ajrr 
Bart.  Robert  Barclay  of  Urie,  Efq{  David 
Scott  of  Bcnholra,Efq;  and  many  others ; 
and  at  Kiniemuir,  and  over  all. Uiat -part 
of  the  country,  hardy  good  wooled  (heeR 
are  to  be  had  ;  but,  if  they  are  not  fed 
properly,  depend  upon  it  they  will  (hed 
the  wool,  as  all  (lieep  muft  in  that 
tion  ;  and  thefe  that  are  worft  cloithsd 
arc  the  foonert  gone.  ^  • 

Mr  C.  acknowledges  the  advantage  of 
the  fingle  tup  he  had  from  a  friend,  of 
Bake  well  *8  breed.  He  may  have  many 
fuch  of  Mr  Chaplin’s  breed  from  Lincoln, 
which  are,  in  my  opinion,  much  better^ 
than  Bakewell’s, .being  a  ftrong,  (hort* 
legged,  round* bodied  iliecp,  and  fuch  at 
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cart  in  a  lar;;e  Reece  of  good  iifcful  woo! ;

h>gies  ;  .and  another  paifes  his  whole  life 
to  learn  the  diiTerence  of  the’ Greek  dia- 
le<lls,  and  to  diftinguifli  the  Attic  from 
the  Ionian.  You  will  find  fomc  who 
plume  themfelves  upon  precifely  know'- 
fng  the  number  of  llnmer’s  verfes,  or 
how  many  times  you  may  find  the  f.amc 
word  ill  the  fame  author.  In  fhort,  they 
arc  the  vety  fravengers  of  the  common- 
we.alth.

Tk  TR  Gray,  the  elegant  author  of  the 
I'i.  Elegy  in  a  Country  Church- yard, 
being  in  I.ondon  before  his  pronvoiion  to 
the  profelforfiiip  of  Modern  Hiftory  in 
the  imiveHity  of  Cambrirlgc,  and  when 
his  circumftances  were  fo  crampt  that  he 
could  indulge  himfelf  in  very  few  gratifi¬ 
cations,  went  with  a  friend  to  a  private 
laic  of  books,  in  which  the  lots  were  ve¬ 
ry  large;  among  the  reft,  there  was  a  ve¬ 
ry  elegant  hook-cafe,  filled  with  an  ex¬ 
cellent  chofen  collcdion  of  the  beft  edi¬ 
tions  of  the  French  daffies,  hand(4>mely 
hound,  the  price  one  hundred  guineas: 
Mr  Gray  had  a  great  longing  for  this 
lot,  but  ct>uld  not  afford  to  buy  it ;  the 
converfation  between  him  and  his  fHend 
w’as  overheard  by  the  duchefs  of  Nor¬ 
thumberland,  who  knowing  the  other 
gentleman,  took  an  opportunity  to  aik, 
who  his  friend  was?  She  was  told  it 
w'as  the  celebrated  Gray ;  upon  their  re- 
tinng,  (he  bought  the  lK>ok-cale,  and  its

'^^HE  umI  I’Hufe  ol'  the  death  of 
J.  Cliarlcs  X!l.  of  Sweden  has  hi- 
therU»  been  involved  in  a  cloud  of  inipe- 
netrable  obl'ciirity  ;  that  the  prince  was 
killed  by  a  ball  is  notquefiioned;  but  va- 
naiis  fulpicions  had  fixed  that  ciiine  on 
ditVerent  perfons  ;  fonie  had  accufed  two 
)•  tench-men,  Siquier  and  Megvet,  the 
one  his  engineer,  the  other  his  aid-de- 
camp  ;  but  now  their  innocence  feeins  to 
appear  clearly  demonllrated. — It  is  re¬ 
membered,  that  Mr! - ,  in  a  difenurre 

pnuiounced  before  his  niajelly,  at  the  re¬ 
volution  in  1772,  fpoke  the  following 
enigmatical  words :  “  It  is  a  fiirmifc, 
which  1  wiib  was  m)t  well  fupporied, 
that  the  hero  of  the  north,  Charles  XII, 

fell  by  the  hands - but  Oiame  and 

Itorror  fot  bid  me  to  proceed.*'  People 
w’cll  actiuainted  with  Mr  I - *s  know¬ 

ledge  of  the  matter,  thonglit  h^  meant  to 
infmnate  that  a  Swede  had  committed 
lliat  atrocious  murder;  the  event  has 
fmec  proved  it  more  tlian  a  limple  fiip- 

pobtion.  A  few'  days  pad,  Mr  C - 

invited,  to  a  fplcndid  dinner,  fevcial  of 
his  relations  and  intimate  friends:  he- 
toic  they  fat  ilown  to  table,  he  con- 
federl  himfelf  the  alTadin  cf  his  king, 
and  pointed  to  hiscUdVt ;  there,  fays  he, 
you  will  hnd  the  proo's  ot  my  villainy  ; 
it  contains  papers  which  1  took  outoi  his 
nvdedy’s  pocket  after  his  death.  Ha¬ 
ving  thus  laid,  he  made  towards  a  w'in- 
ilow,  in  order,  as  it  is  luppolcd,  to 
ilirow  himfell  out  he'adlong;  he  was, 
however,  willi-held  by  his  fiiemls;  but 
their  care  priwctl  frnitlcfs  ;  the  conlci- 
oufnefs  of  his  enme  had  lo  wrought  u- 
pon  his  mind,  that  he  fell  into  a  phrene¬ 
tic  tit,  and  expired  in  a  few  minutes, 
'i  his  extiaordmary  atlair  cngrolfes,  at 
prefent,  the  attention  of  govciumeut.**

WEST-INDIES. 

Kin^flout  Jamaica,  OR,  15.  We 
are  all  <|uiel  at  prefent,  and  have  been 
fo  for  f  ime  time  palt.  Alartial  law  has’ 
been  fufpended  abi>ut  a  month  ;  bnt  pa¬ 
rochial  guards  w'cre  kept  up  throughout 
the  idand,  till  wdthin  tliis  fortnight,  that 
they  have  been  taken  off.  The  militia  is 
now  redored  to  its  former  ftate,  and  I' 
hope  there  will  be  no  further  occafion- 
for  martial  law  being  eflabliflicd  here, 

“  A  few  weeks  ago  the  French  frigate 
L*Ai  luione,  commanded  by  Monf.  De- 
mcnleil,  brigadier-general  and  knight  of 
the  order  of  St  Louis,  came  in  here  from 
St  Nicholas  Mole  in  Hifpaniola,  to  de-- 
mand  a  finall  American  fchooner  which' 
had  been  taken  by  the  Squirrel*  a  few 
days  before.  He  alledged  that  the 
fchooner  was  taken  nearer  the  land  than 
was  permitted  by  treaty  between  the 
two  courts.  I'he  admiral  anfwtred, 
that  capt.  Douglas  knew  his  duty,  and  if 
he  had  aded  wrt>ng  muft  anfwer  for  it; 
that  he  deemed  the  fchooner  a  lawful 
prize,  and  would  not  deliver  her  iipV 
but  that  if  there  was  any  differences  to 
he  ailjuftcd,  they  muft  be  fettled  by  the 
two  courts.  The  French  frigate  did  not 
remain  here  48  hours.  . "  . ' 

“  There  have  been  five  or  fix  prizcB 
brought  in  here  within  thefe  three  ' 
weeks.  ’ 

“  Capt.  Dwthic  is  j\ift  arrived  herr  !ii 
an  American  fchooner,  w'hich  he  took 
from  theci*ew,  notwdth (landing  the  cap¬ 
tain  of  the  fchooner  had  given  him  hiS 
p-dfage  to  Hifpaniola,  by  order  of  the 
committee  of  Salem  :  An  inft.ince  of  in¬ 
gratitude  which  renders  Duthic's  con- 
dud  inghiy  ctnfurable.**  ] 

Dominica,  The  hurricane 

on  the  6th  of  September  was  the  feve- 
reft  ever  known  at  Martinico,  Gnada- 
loupe,  and  MarigaUnte  ;  -above  100  vcf^ 
fels  are  on  fliore  at  Point  Petre ;  only 
eight  ur  tea  will  bt  got  off,  Montlcrrat 
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and  St  Kitt’s  have  alfo  fuffered  very  con- 
fidcrably*  but  not  fo  much  a»  was  at  hrft 
apprehernded.  As  this  is  the  Cecond 
liiirricane  which  Dominica  has  efcaped, 
w'hilc  every  ifland  round  it  has  been,  in 
its  turn,  eflentially  injured,  it  is  now 
univerfally  confidcred  as  hurricane  proof; 
a  rt!le<^tiun  that  yields  no  little  comfort 
to  thofc  who  have  eltates,  which  are 
thereby  rendered  fo  much  more  profita¬ 
ble  and  cerUiii.**

An  ordinance  of  the  ftate  of  Pennfyl- 
vania,  declaring  W'hat  ihall  be  treafon, 
and  for  punilhing  the  fame,  and  other 
crimes  and  pradices  againfi  the  (late. 

“  WHEREAS  government  ought  at 
all  times  to  take  the  moll  clfedlual  iVica- 
fures  for  the  fafety  and  fecurity  of  the 
Hate;  be  it  therefore  ordained  and  decla¬ 
red,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  aiul  decla¬ 
red,  by  the  reprefentatives  of  the  free¬ 
men  of  the  ftate  of  Pcnnfylvania,  in 
general  convention  met,  that  all  and 
every  |x*rfon  and  perfons  (except  prifo- 
ners  of  war)  now  inhabiting  or  rehding 
within  the  limits  of  the  ftate  of  Pennfyl- 
vania,  or  that  (hall  voluntarily  come  into 
the  fame  hereafter  toiniiabitor  fojourn, 
do,  and  (hall  owe  and  pay  allegiance  to 
the  ftate  of  PennfyWania. 

“  And  be  it  further  ordained,  by  the 
authority  aforefaid,  that  all  and  every 
fuch  perfon  and  perfons,  fo  owing  alle¬ 
giance  to  the  ftate  of  Pcnnfylvania,  who, 
from  and  after  the  publication  hereol, 
Ihall  levy  war  againft  this  ftate,  or  be  ad¬ 
herent  to  the  power  of  Great  UriLiin,  or 
others  the  enemies  of  tiiis.ftate,  or  to  the 
enemies  of  the  united  ftates  of  America, 
by  giving  him  or  them  aid  or  aflift.incc 
within  the  limits  of  this  ftate,  or  elfc- 
wherc,  and  ihall  be  thereof  duly  con- 
vi^cd  in  any  court  of  oyer  and  terminer, 
hereafter  to  be  ere^cd,  according  to 
law,  ftiall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  high 
treafon,  and  forfeit  his  lands,  tenements, 
goods,  and  chatieh,  to  the  nfc  of  the 
Itatc,  and  be  imp’ilbncd  any  term  not 
exceeding  the  duration  ol  the  prefent 
w.ir,  wjlh  Great  Hrit.iin,  at  the  difere- 
tion  of  the  judge  or  judgfs.^ 

“  And  be  it  furi  her  ordained  ami  t!f- 
c^ared,  by  the  authcrily  aforeftid,  that 
any  perfon  or  peiibr.s  (except  ai  belurc 


excepted)  refiding,  inhabiting,  or  fojour- 
ning,  in  this  ftate,  who  Ihall  hereafter 
know  of  fuch  treafon,  and  conceal  the 
fame,  or  that  ftiall  receive  dr  aflift  fuch 
traitor,  knowing  him  to  be  fuch,  and 
Ihall  be  thereof  duly  couvi^cd  as  afore¬ 
faid,  ihall  be  adjiulgcd  giiihy  of  miijjri- 
lion  of  treafon,  and  fuffer  the  forfeiture 
of  one-third  of  his  goo<U  and  chattels, 
lands  and  tenements  to  the  ufc  of  the 
ftate,  and  be  imprifoned  any  term  nut 
exceeding  the  duration  of  the  prefent 
war  with  Great  Britain,  at  the  difae- 
tion  of  the  judge  or  judges. 

“  And  be  it  fuithcr  ordained  and  de¬ 
clared,  that  in  all  convi<5lion8  for  high 
tre'aJbn,  the  judge  or  judges  before  whom 
the  trial  is  had,  may,  out  of  the  eftate 
forfeited  by  virtue  ot  this  a^ft,  make  fuch 
provilion  for  the  wife  or  children,  if  any, 
of  the  criminal,  as  he  or  they  in  his  or 
their  diferetion  may  deem  ncceflary. 

“  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  de¬ 
clared,  that  this  ordinance  ftiaJl  be  in 
force  till  the  md  of  the  firft  feflion  of 
the  firft  aftcmbly  that  Ihall  meet  under 
the  new  conftitutlon  of  this  ftate,  and  no 
longer.

pily  pr«.viiitcJ  .rom  extending  to  any 
other  of  the  bmldinga  in  the  yard,  and 
was  totally  g  tt  under  at  ten  oVdock  lift 
night,  nothing  hut  the  embers  being  felt 
burning.  The  lot's  fuftained  by  this  ac-

Three  exprefles  came  from  Portf- 
moiith  to  lonl  S.indwich  within  the  fpice 
of  four  hours.

An  anonymous  letter  hath  been  fenl  fo 
a  diftingriifhed  perfonage,  wirich,  it  is 
thought,  may  lead  to  a  difeovery  of  the 
incendiaries  who  fired  Porifmouth  dock¬ 
yard.  Meflengers  have  been  difpatchrd 
to  make  inquiries  mentioned  in  the  let¬ 
ter. 

Gen.  Flarvey,  governor  of  Portfmoiitb, 
is  gone  down  exprefs  to  that  place,  to 
inquire  into  the  above  tranfa^ion,  and 
to  take  fiich  ftrpi*  as  may  he  the  in€>fl: 
likely  to  a  full  difeovery  of  all  the  artful 
inctiidiaries.

'I'he  rigging-houff,  confnmed  by 
the  fire  in  the  dork-yard,  conlifts  of  a 
fine-new  row  of  l.irge  boufes,  juA  finiOi- 
eit  (iitce  the  laA  fire  that  was  in  the 
doc'k.  It  appeared  that  there  had  been 
trains  laid  in  three  different  places,  and 
they  communicating  with  the  hemp, 
t'ahlew,  oakhum,  8tc  fprea^l  like  Mghi- 
ning.  The  wind  blew  from  the  eaft  at 
the  time,  and  the  fire  was  HrA  difeover- 
ed  ill  the  very  eaflermoft  citrcmlty  of 
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Ihc  building,  then  At  the  weftermoft, 
and  l.iftly  in  tlie  middle,  and  all  met  in 
a  very  fhort  time.  Uy  the  vigilance  of 
the  feameu,  a  good  part  of  the  fails,  rig- 
;,ing,  cable?,  5cc.  were  faved  ;  but  many 
4>f  them  fadly  mangled  in  the  hurry  and 
confuGon  of  carrying  them  out  of  the 
fire.  Tae  rigging  of  the  St  Alban'n,  a 
hvcuty-lour  gun  Ihip,  lately  put  into 
comminiun,  was  all  lying  at  one  of  the 
rigv’ing-honfe  dooro,  on  purpofe  to  be 
c?rriid  on  board,  and  was  confumed.

“  Not  withfl.inding  the  ralh  of  a  Firnch 
war  is  pretty  much  fubfided,  ten  more 
flop;  are  put  into  coimnilfion  ;  hut  I  am 
r.tiald  the  rigging  of  tiiem  is  burnt,  as  it 
all  lies  in  thtfe  i igging  lofts.  Happy  it 
w  r.,  liowever,  that  the  wind  was  very 
niodcrnte,  or  much  m(»re  damage  ivoiild 
h  »ve  cnfueil  ;  fomc  Ihips  lyimg  in  the* 
harb<nTr,  within  a  ftone-caft  of  it,  fully 
r.egcd,  ami  fiveral  others  on  the  itocks, 
winvh  mull  have  all  futVered.  The  ftix* 
was  fo  great,  that  we  conhl  fee  above’  a 
iMguc  round,  although  the  night  was 
dnk  and  cloudy.

ncy  to  one  of  the  officer’s  houfes,  vvhich> 
in  a  very  intricate  manner,  by  a  current 
of  wind,  was  blown  ,  under  the  bottom 
of  a  falling  window- Ihutter  to  oiic  of 
the  windows  not  glazed,  and  fell  upon  a 
fpecies  of  light  hemp  which  lay  near  ttie 
window  (of  which  tliere  was  a  grwt 
quantity  near  to  the  fpinning-houik.

W  c  arc  informed  that  a  genteel  boun¬ 
ty  has  been  allowed  to  a  meivhant  in 
r.diiiburgh,  by  the  hcmourahle  Ibcitly  at 
I.ondon  for  the  encouragement  of  arts, 
manufactures,  and  commerce,  as  a  tefti- 
mony  of  tlieir  approbation  of  his  great 
improvements  on  the  diving-bell.  By 
tills  new  invention,  the  perfons  in  the 
bell  lower  themlelves  with  the  machine, 
from  the  furface  of  the  water  to  the  bot 
torn,  indepciulent  of  all  other  afliftance, 
and  at  pleafurc  return.  The  dangers  of 
being  overturned  by  rocks,  flumps  of 
wreck,  &c.  arc  hereby  avoided ;  and, 
except  in  rapid  currents,  ora  very  un- 
ecjual  bottom,  the  men  in  the  machine 
can.  proceed  with  it  to  a  confiderable 
diftance  from  the  line  in  which  they  go 
down. — It  is  thought  this  improvement 
on  Dr  Halley's  diving-bell  will  be  of 
great  utility  in  locks  and  liveiK,  as  well 
as  at  Tea,  for  the  difeovery  of  marie  and 
mines. 

Ou  Monday  laft,  an  InUrMfJ  wa«  ob¬ 
tained,  at  tlie  inilancc  of  Mehrs  Taylor 
and  Skinner,  againft  the  publilhers  of 
the  I'own  and  Country  Almanack,  for 
cominiinicatiog  to  the  public  the  dif- 
tances  of  the  principal  towns  in  Scot¬ 
land  from  the  ports  of  Edinburgh,  bc- 
caufe'corrcfponding  with  .their  admea- 
furement,  as  delineated  in  their  maps  of 
the  Scots  roads.  This  is  a  new  fpecies 
of  literary  property,  and  a  heavy  rcitraint 
on  the  liberty  of  the  prefs,  as  well  as  the 
iuArudlion  of  the  public.
